Reacting to criticism by Sen. 
,J. W. Fulbright, D-Ark., Dr. 
John S. Foster Jr. says it is 
“dangerously 
misleading” 
to 
single out odd-named studies 
and conclude that all defense re­ 
search is suspect. 
Fulbright recently poked fun 
in particular at a Pentagon-paid 
study called “Witchcraft, Sor- 
jcery, Magic and other Psycho- 
| logical Phenomena in the Congo 
and Implications for Military 
and Paramilitary Operations.” 
That one, Foster said in a 
statement prepared for the Sen­ 
ate defense appropriations sub­ 
committee, took one week, cost 
$522 and amounted to 11 pages 
gleaned from existing informa­ 
tion. 
It was conducted, lie said, 
“because senior military offi­ 
cers have reported many inci­ 
dences of dealing with military 
situations in developing nations 
where witchcraft, sorcery and 
magic have played a significant 
role.” 
“At best some titles do not de­ 
scribe an effort very well,” be 
admitted.

Willard Hotel, where presidents 
from Franklin Pierce to Warren 
G. Harding slept and “The Bat­ 
tle Hymn of the Republic” was 
composed, has closed its doors 
after more than a century’s as­ 
sociation with the nation’s histo­ 
ry. 
Located on 14th and Pennsyl­ 
vania Avenue, less than two 
blocks from the White House, 
the Willard survived as an insti­ 
tution the wear and tear of the 
Civil 
War, 
conventions 
and 
depressions since the first build­ 
ing went up about 1850. The 
original hotel was torn down in 
1901 and the current structure 
replaced it that year. 
But the Willard couldn’t fight 
20th Century economics and the 
prospect of urban renewal and 
its managers shut down the es­ 
tablishment last midnight. 
It wasn’t always that way. Al­ 
most as soon as the Willard 
Brothers moved from New Eng­ 
land to the capital city and put 
up a hotel it became tile focus of 
Washington social and political 
life. 
The first of the long line of 
presidents to stay at Willard’s 
Hotel, as it was known then, 
was Franklin Pierce. He moved 
in after his November 1852 elec­ 
tion and stayed until his inaugu­ 
ration the following March 4. 
They weren’t all politicians, 
the guests who stayed at Wil­ 
lards. Walt Whitman was there. 
So was Mark Twain, Victor Her­ 
bert, John Philip Sousa and Carl 
Sandberg. 
Another guest, in 18G1, was 
Julia Ward Howe. After watch- 
ing the Union troops return aft­ 
er the disaster at first Bull Run 
singing 
the 
abolitionist tune, 
“ John Brown’s Body,” she re­ 
turned to the Willard to set new 
words to the melody. She called 
it “The Battle Hymn of the Re 
public.”
